Res of The New English Bible will recognise 
this part of Christ's message to the church in 
Ephesus, as recorded in John's first chapter of the Revela- 
tion. To us it has an uncannily Toc H flavour. It might well 
be from an Area Guard of the Lamp to a Branch that needed 
to pull its socks up. 


In fact the messages to all seven of the churches sound 
very relevant to our own situation. One church is hard 
pressed and poor yet it gets a pat on the back for being 
rich in the things that really matter. Another is handicapped 
by wrong teaching; another prides itself on being very much 
alive but is told that unless it wakes up to realities it will 
soon be dead. The biggest rocket is for the church that is 
neither hot nor cold: “But because you are lukewarm . . . 
I will spit you out of my mouth". 


This new translation brings home (o us more clearly than 
ever the fact that the people in these first little churches 
were not cardboard saints. They were real, often very raw. 
Sometimes they touched the heights, often they plumbed the 
depths. Local leadership was often self-willed, hostile to any 
outside interference. Some leaders tried to water down the 
standards, some to make Christianity exclusive; others tried 
to make it a series of cults within a cult. There were back- 
sliders, faint-hearts and idlers as well as heroes and martyrs. 
Only by a miracle of God does it seem that anything survived 
to be handed down. The everlasting problem of confronting 
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imperfect people with an absolute standard of у 
with all the problems of communication is the 
as it was for Paul and his fellow apostles. Many a Toc p 
leader coming home late at night after an unavailing E 1 
to put it over might let out a fellowly chuckle for Раш dm 
describes one of his expeditions as "wrestling with beath 
at Ephesus”!

Reading all this ought to cheer us up in Toc H today—to 
know that it never was easy, and that when it feels easy then 
is the time of greatest danger.

Toc H as any of us have been in the past. We could do with 
many more of them. 


Time and again these young men are saying that they were 
never truly bitten by Toc H until they spent a week's train- 
ing at Dor Knap with others like themselves. Some go back 
10 their Branches very angry—in the right constructive kind 
of way. Upon young men such as these rests the challenge 


to transmit to future generations the early love out of which 
Toc H was born. 


There will always be Toc H so long as within it there is 


an honourable place for the lighted Lamp: that place is in 
the midst of men who stand with their loins girt.

The Family at Ноте 


More than a year has now passed since Head- 
quarters moved to Tower Hill. The shake-down 
period is over and expericnce is proving that from every 
point of view it has been a good move. The initial intention 
to move the headquarters to Tower Hill was formed as far 
back as 1922 and although the Central Executive had the 
matter continuously before И. it was not until 1958 that the 
Central Councillors were asked to approve the purchase of 
the present headquarters. Those Councillors can be assured 
it was worth waiting for the fulfilment of the policy originally 
commended by the Founder Padre. 


The Membership.—During the course of the year 895 new 
members were elected and registered. compared with 1.040 
in 1960. The number of members on the Branch Rolls for 
1961 was 13,529. compared with 14.216 in 1960. The num- 
ber of prospective members named on the Rolls early in 
the year was 564. The individual member will always 
be our greatest recruiting agent. "Let each one reach one" is 
а slogan we might well adopt. 

The Branches.-Seven new Branches were recognised 
during the year. but forty-eight closed down for various 
reasons or were nol regranted Branch status. leaving a total 
of 886 Branches. The position as regards groups showed 
improvement; as the result of extension work. twenty-four 
new groups were approved during the year, resulting in a net 
gain by seven to fifty groups. 

A weak spot, as Centra! Councillors have already pointed 
out. is that in the past too many new Branches have been 
recognised prematurely, before they had sufficient numbers, 
mixture and training to stand confidently on their own feet. 
They had neither the breadth nor the depth to give any new- 
comer a full expericnce of Toc H. This is no doubt the ex- 
planation for many of the forty-cight Branches which have 
closed down. That far fewer new Branches have been 
recognised this year. whilst the “waiting list’ of new groups 
has increased. suggests that a more careful attitude towards 
recognition of new Branches is being adopted. 


Training.—During the year an increasing amount of train- 
ing has been undertaken in almost every Arca. Training 
evenings, days and week-ends seem once more to be becom- 
ing a regular part of the pattern of Toc H life and without 
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doubt much valuable help has been provided in this Way 
for Branch leaders. | At the invitation of the Area Staff the 
Secretary for Training during 1961 visited cighteen Areas 
and Divisions to stimulate and assist such efforts. Most of 
this training has been for chairmen, jobmasters, pilots. secre. 
taries and treasurers. The better training of new meg in 
their understanding of the nature of the Movement they have 
joined will no doubt be an indirect result of all this and the 
renewed emphasis on the responsibilities of pilots and 
sponsors is greatly to be welcomed. The new leaflet for the 
use of sponsors will, it is hoped. assist in this.

Dor Knap.—Dor Knap has once again proved its value as 
a national training centre. Between six and seven hundred 
men during 1961 spent a week-end or a week there. Apart 
| from four weeks for parties of senior boys from affiliated

and led, parties were almost all led by Area staff. Training 
programmes have therefore rightly varied according to Area 
needs but it can be safely said that the experience of living 
Toc H fully together in such surroundings has had а рго- 
found effect upon the understanding and subsequent effective- 
ness of those who have shared it. The truth of the old saying 
that while one may learn about Toc H from books and talks, 
one only learns Toc H by experiencing it. continues at Dor

Toc H Bulders.— After thirty-four years the Toc H 
Builders’ scheme is still an attractive way of bringing in and 
recognising the friends of Toc H who wish to help to further 
our work though unable to pledge their time and service as 
members. Over 900 new Builders were enrolled during the 
year: the total contribution of the present 6.813 Builders to 
the Family Purse was £11,896, an increase of £474 on the 
previous year. Excepting the subscriptions to the Women's 
Association, the average Тос H Builder's gift was £2 12s. 4d. 
—a shilling per week per head. Thank you, Builders. 

The Women's Association recruitment of Builders 
accounted for almost half of the new enrolments, mostly 
among their ex-members. We would stress the parallel in 
Toc H and hope that more Toc H members will use the 
Builders scheme when they have to give up membership. 
Thereby they will keep in touch with the Movement and con- 
tinue to share in its purposes. 

Personal recruiting by SvpNrv Swain continued in the 
Areas and 207 members of long-standing were enrolled as 
Builders. We urge that his lead in refusing to accept that 
there is an unbridgeable gap between present and past 
membership will be followed by every Branch. 

Having recruited Toc H Builders there is now a great 
need for Branches to find the right ways of bringing them 
into as close touch with the nearest Toc H work as they 
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would wish. This is a local job, and once the names are 
notified to a Branch it is a Branch responsibility to link 
them up. The index of Builders is as important in some 
respects as the Members’ Roll and should be as carefully 
kept and used. The new Toc H Signpost offers some hints 
in this direction. 

Other valued friends of Toc H gave donations amounting 
іо 25.811. A first-night performance of Carousel by the 
Stock Exchange Dramatic and Operatic Society at the 
London Scala Theatre raised £466 for the new Mark Ш 
fund and we are promised the proceeds of yet another show 
—Guys and Dolls—in 1962. 

We thank most warmly all the Toc H Builders. donors.

Тас Н Marks,—The Marks have maintained throughout 
the year a high percentage of beds occupied. London Marks 
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have had to turn down hundreds of applications during the 
year. The temporary closing of Mark Ш, of course, con- 
siderably aggravated this position. 

Once again. in view of rising costs, the standard rate for 
accommodation had to be increased. In consequence the 
Income and Expenditure account for the year showed a 
surplus of £1.389. While this gives reason for satisfaction 
it needs to be remembered that this surplus is more than 
swallowed up by our very heavy programme Гог major 
alterations, improvements, and re-equipment. 


Prideaux House, the new Marck III, takes shape. 


Building of the new Mark III, Prideaux House. was begun 
in December 1960 and has proceeded very steadily through- 
out the year. It is hoped the house will be completed by the 
end of February. While the main financial support has 
come from many donors, some with local connections and 
others from further afield, the interest and response of ex- 
Marksmen of Mark III and other Marks have produced a 
notable contribution. 

Four more Marks have been equipped with oil fuel instal- 
lations which provide central heating and domestic hot water. 
This has not only proved a very great advantage in comfort 
and convenience but we are finding that as a long-term 
policy, with careful control, it is quite an economic means 
of heating. 
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The extensive interior and exterior redecorations and 
alterations to Mark И have been completed and add con. 
siderably to the general convenience of the Mark and Com. 
fort of the Marksmen. i | 

The replacement of housekeepers is an ever-increasing 
problem but fortunately we have been able to make replace. 
ments where housekeepers have resigned and at the moment 
are fully staffed. 

During the year five Hon. Wardens have had to be re- 
placed. three leaving to get married and two owing to busi- 
ness commitments. We are much indebted to all the Hon. 
Wardens who gave their unstinted and devoted services.

Boys continue to be interested more in what Toc H does 
than what Toc H is, save in a few exceplional cases where 
they have been given an opportunity of meeting a Branch 
at work. But these opportunities are all too infrequent. The 
task of creating friendships with schools and senior boys, 
and of keeping those friendships in repair, cannot be looked 
upon as one for Headquarters alone. If it is to be adequately 
discharged it must be shared and given its due consideration 
in the planning of every Branch, and by Areas and District 
Teams. 

Contact was maintained, wherever possible, with interested 
School Leavers, and some found their way into the Marks. 

An opportunity for boys from different schools to give a 
week or more of their holiday living together and working 
without reward in rough conditions on a task benefiting the 
community was the operation sponsored by the Yorkshire 
Naturalists’ Trust at Spurn Promontory, North of the Humber, 
during July and August. This project is the forerunner,

it is hoped, of many more. Some seventy volunteers took 
part. Their task was the conversion of a disused Army 
Camp, which by neglect had become something of an eye- 
sore, into a Bird-watching Centre. The operation, which 
was nobly assisted by Toc H East Yorkshire, was not only 
completely effective but articles which have appeared in 
the JounNAL and in school magazines, testify to the keen 
enjoyment which many of the volunteers obtained from it. 
One of the boys wrote in his school magazine— "Despite the 
hard work, the 1961 Spurn Camp will always be remembered 
for its spirit of friendship. If it should ever be your chance 
to volunteer for a Toc H work camp do not ever miss it.” 


In view of the undeniable value of these work projects it 
is a pity that Area Leaders and keen Branch Jobmasters are 
not unearthing new opportunities for an extension of such 


activities. We urge them to look wide and to think 
adventurously. 


Senior boys as leaders in various parts of the country for 
Boys' and Children's Camps run by Toc H volunteered in 
larger numbers than in 1960. At Dor Knap, Schools parties 
at Easter and in July/August again fulfilled their function 
as happy working-groups, found plenty to do, and un- 


doubtedly, as in former years, felt the time spent to have 
been thoroughly worth while. 


The Appeal for parcels for homeless boys in Borstal at 
Christmas received a response from fifty-two schools and 
resulted in the remarkable total of 500 gifts. These encourag- 
ing figures are considerably higher than in any previous year. 
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Joint Units.—The Joint Units, consisting of both men and 
women, now number thirteen Branches and five groups at 
home, compared with fifteen Branches and onc group in the 
previous year. Thus there has not been much overall change. 
though this year’s experience has confirmed that the only 
healthy basis is a completely new, vigorous start and not a 
last-resort merger of a men's Branch and a women’s Branch.

Overseas there are reported to be four joint Branches and 
six groups as compared with three Branches and four groups 
the year before. This and the cnquiries we receive from 
other parts of the world indicate a gencral desire for increased 
experience in this new pattern of unit. 

There seems to be a special place for the establishment of 
Joint Units not only of those over a broad cross-section of ages, 
but also of units made up of younger members of both sexes. 


Toc Н Women's Assaciation.—In October there was ап 
all-day joint conference of the Toc H and the Women's 
Association Central Executives, when many matters of 
common interest were discussed. Some of the points raised 
will be followed up in the year ahead, and we look forward 
to а continuation of exchanges of ideas and experiences.

Central Afriea.—The inter-racial policy of Toc Н in 
Central Africa is making steady progress and is gaining 
general acceptance even among those who at first were 
dubious. The concept of a multi-racial "Toc H Club" as a 
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kind of ante-room to a full Toc H Branch has worked well 
in Salisbury and is being followed elsewhere. 


South Africa.—The breaking of the Commonwealth link 
has inevitably added to the sense of strain upon Toc H 
members. It makes it increasingly important for us to main- 
tain our kinship within the Toc H Family. In the Cape, the 
Transvaal and Natal, efforts have been made, with some 
success, to interest the Coloured communities in Toc H. 
The South African leaders feel that this welcome develop- 
ment is but a beginning.

His efforts at the 
B.A.O.R end and the efforts of the Council for Voluntary 
Welfare Work at this end have made the future of our 
Services work in Germany much more assured.

CONCLUSION 


The last of the Four Points of the Compass “To Witness 
Humbly” is a statement which often seems to be interpreted 
so literally as regards the humility that there is little sign of 
the witness we are called to make. Our carefulness to avoid 
the appearance of preaching or claiming that we are doing 
good is often so over done that we fail to proclaim Toc H. 
We live in a world of propaganda and publicity in which the 
continued existence of the basic principles of Toc H today are 
not at all widely known. There is much more we should do 
as individual members to proclaim the existence of Toc H 
and our membership of it. and as Branches to ensure that 
local organs of publicity know of the needs of the community 
and how Toc H in its own humble way is trying to meet the 
local situation. Let not our bashfulness for ourselves prevent 
us from witnessing to the news of Toc H as a continuing 
fellowship in this generation treading the way of service.

The Family Purse 


Here are a few brief notes to help us all 
to understand the Accounts more clearly. 


Expenditure. А 

The Area Staff has been increased by three Padres plus 
one appointed late in 1960 and H.Q. General Office Stag 
by one man. Partly for those reasons Salaries and Travelling 
Expenses have increased. In addition the travelling cost of 
the Central Council in London in 1961 was higher than at 
Swanwick in 1960. 1 | 

The new Headquarters on Tower НШ was the main cause 
of the increases in Rates and Insurance, Heating and Light- 
ing, Repairs and Interest. These increases were more than 
offset by the rent received from our tenants on Tower Hill. 

There were savings in Printing (the 1960 figures were 
swollen by the cost of the BBC Appeal) and in the net cost 
of Dor Knap. 


Income, 

There is a welcome increase in Membership giving and 
in Toc H Builders Subscriptions. May we express our thanks 
to all Members and friends who help Toc H in so many 
ways. It should be noted that in 1960 we had a BBC Appeal 
which was not repeated in 1961. 


Deficit. 
_ The deficit on revenue account proper was £7,418, an 
increase of £2.542 over 1960. Once again, therefore, we have 


ee obliged to use legacies to help maintain our day-to-day 
отк. 


Statement of Funds. 

The use of legacies to meet current deficits for a number 
of years has meant that we have now no regular income 
available to meet essential capital expenditure. We have, 
therefore, to rely on raising money from special appeals, 
e.g., for the new Mark in London, or temporarily from 
borrowing. Members will note that our Bank overdraft was 
£33,000 which was caused by capital expenditure on Marks 
and other properties. This overdraft would be £60,000 but 
for the loans from Branches and Members totalling £27,000. 

Ihe interest on this overdraft is a heavy drain on our 
current revenue and would be considerably higher but for 
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the loans we have mentioned. We must add here that, since 
the end of our financial year, two members of the Central 
Finance Committee have, between them, lent a further £15.000 
interest free to help reduce this annual interest charge. This 
brings the total of our loans up to £42,000 and is saving us 
interest al the rate of £2,500 per annum. 

We have reason to believe that there are many Branches 
carrying substantial balances which earn little or no interest. 
These balances, if lent interest free to the Family Purse, 
would help to bring our interest charge down even further. 
Many members might also be willing to help in this way. 
Loans of £10 and upwards, repayable on terms required by 
the Iender, will be most welcome. 


Balances. 

There are some members who will take one look at the 
“big figures” on the Statement of Funds and assume that 
we have all the money we need. May we briefly make the 
following explanations. £148,124 is held for Special Purposes, 
these are funds and balances given for specific objects and 
they may not be used for any other purpose. They include 
{16.420 which is the net amount received to October 31 
from donations towards the new Mark in London. This 
balance will be transferred to the fund for General Work 
when the Mark is completed. These balances are available 
only for the purposes for which they were given. There is 
£17.637 for future expenditure which represents our quite 
inadequate provision to meet future commitments on the 
maintenance of Marks and pension augmentation. 

There still remains the balance of £315,758 for General 
Work. To this we can add the £16.420 received for Mark III 
making £332,178 in all. The footnote to this balance points 
out that this includes provision for freeholds which now stands 
at £320,046. The difference is the amount of our available 
resources not tied up in fixed assets such as buildings. This 
difference is about £12,000 which represents our “working 
capital" to help meet our day to day commitments. 


* * * 


During the year we have had demonstrated to us in several 
ways that faith is a fact of life. Our move to the new Head- 
quarters on Tower Hill, made in the faith that it was the 
right thing to do, has been justified by the outcome. Dor 
Knap, established in faith that it was right, has cost us less 
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alf what we anticipated. Prideaux House in Hackney, 
по у built. has Sate forth remarkable gifts of which 
the greatest was £16,000 promised over a period of years 
by an old friend of Toc H followed by a generous donation 
from The Wolfson Foundation of £5,000 in 1961 and #5.000 
to come in 1962 for Prideaux House and the Old House 


equally. 


Not least is the remarkable story Don McKenzie told on 
his visit to England during the year. Having no capital and, 
as he says, “with due consideration to the financial position" 
he started building the T.B. Settlement at Botha's Hill which 
is now of tremendous significance to Africa and to Toc Н. 
He has given his life in service to the needy and his faith 
has been fully justified. 


The true nature of Toc H is always expressed in brother- 
hood and service. Where these thrive, the Family thrives. 
The root principle is "He who loseth his life for My sake 
shall find it". The challenge of our time presses on us. The 
young people of Britain nced friendship and a chance to 
serve as never before. The new Nations of Aírica are in 
dire need of brotherhood and service and there are far too 
few to help. Herein lies our opportunity. 


If we mean business the whole Family must learn to carry 
its responsibilities. This will only be achieved as many more 
of us join in setting the pace in terms of a higher standard 


of personal giving and Christian stewardship. Let us begin 
now.
